Never once thinking of his own 
life, Henry Miller, a nightwatchman 
employed at the Selby Smelting 
works, at 3:00 o'clock this morning 
plunged into the swirling waters of 
the bay, kicked into high rolling 
whitecaps by the storm and swim- 
ming a distance of several hundr&d 
feet managed to save John Kearney, 
who was just about to release his 
hold from a pile driver ‘belonging to 
the Mervy-Bllwell company of 6am 
Francisco.
